The King, with the German Emperor and the 
other members of reigning families who attend, 
will ride in the procession. Six of the cream- 
coloured Flemish horses, which will be 
remembered as taking part in the Jubilee pro- 
cession, will be used to draw the gun-carriage 
on which the coffin will rest. 

It is anticipated that all the ** Queen's" regi- 
ments will be represented in the Royal funeral 
procession, 

The special train which will convey the remains 
of Her Majesty and the party of Royal mourners 
from London to Windsor, on Saturday, will leave 
Paddington Station as soon as possible. 


Service at St. George's Chapel. 


As the conveyance of the Royal remains 
through the Metropolis may require a longer 


| time than has been anticipated, the service at 


St. George’s Chapel cannot be exactly timed. 
Owing, it is understood, to representations which 
have been тате on behalf of the town, the route 
from the Great Western Station to the Castle has 
been changed, and, instead of the funeral cortége 
proceeding at once up the Castle Hill to St. 
George’s Chapel, it will now pass along High 
Street and Park Street, to the Long Walk, 
thence up the Drive to t!.e Sovereign’s Entrance 
between the York and Lancaster Towers into 
the Lower Ward and Horse-Shoe Cloisters. 

The first portion of the Burial Service will, it 
is snid, be rend in St. George’s Chapel imme- 
diately after the Queen's remains arrive at the 
Castle on Saturday afternoon. At the close of 
this, the сойїп, it is expected, will be left to rest 
there, opposite the Communion rails, till Monday, 
when it will be taken to Frogmore Mausoleum, 
and the funeral will be completed with the 
Committal Prayers.

The officers through whos: instrument- 
al ty this postponement was brought about are men who 
have been players themselves, and have served the Associa- 
tion for over thirty years. The feeling whic’: prompted 
them to do as they dil is one which the great m jority 
of players, professional as well :s amateur, I have 
no doubt, entertained. It could not have surprisel even 
the objectors to flnd it so expressed; but they, putting 
aside sentiment, and sinking whatever remained within 
them of sportsmanlike and loyal instinct, cried out with 
а loud voice, ** We shall lose a day's gate!" And these are 
the men--the professionals themselves have no voice in 
the matter — who would have the public believe that 
they run professional football for sport's sake. They 
were at liberty to play League or other matches, but 
they were not satisfied with this; they must needs 
try and dictate to the Football Association — which, 
it is pleasant to reflect, still numbers among its offic rs 
those who do not regard “ gate” as the be-all and end-all 
of football—because the postponement interfered with 
their arrangements, and seemed to point to financial loss. 
While lessees and managers of places of public entertain- 
ment promptly shut their houses for four or five nights and 
paid their artists, and race, coursing, and hunt meetings, 
billiard tournaments, ett., were abandoned or postponed, 
the Football League managers objected to the loss of a day. 
Are the League organisations on the verge of bankruptcy! 
It cannot surely be that the shareholders—the promoters 
of football as a sport—dreaded a reduced dividend. Perhaps, 
after all, they will see the error of their ways and apologise 
all round. It is exceedingly pleasant to reflect that our
